prominent questions of the hour, as the action of the Alliance Israélite at Brody 
proves, and as the pre-occupations of people’s minds at Constantineple indicate. 


Gazette, a capital sum of £5,000,000 is at the disposal of the promoters, The 


amount is to us incredible, but the statement shows what is passing through — 
the public mind. We publish to-day a telegram of Reuter’s agency which 
carries this news further and intimates that the final sanction has been given

exception of Palestine from colonization, ‘The Jewish emigrants to 


America are carefully dispersed among the various States where they can find 
employment. This distribution of them ia no doubt prompted by the best 
motives, and has for its guiding principle the idea thet the market in any one 
place should not be overstocked. The individuality of the emigration is, 
however, broken up by this course being taken, and the moral effect which 
might be produced by a large and well marked aggregation of Jewish 
agricultorists tilling land of their own is lost, The reproach, so o.ten 
made, that Jews are not producers is of course absurd. Still it is made 
again and again, and might be more obviously refuted by establishing colonies 
of Jewish agriculturists than by any other means. Of course the future of 


our brethren who escape from Rasaia should not be sacrificed to the tempta- 


tion of “ dishing” Mr. Goldwin Smith, but tho farmers among thom would be 
most permanently provided for, and would have the best means of practising 


their ancient religion, if settled on allotments of their own. To assign them 


land on mortgage would be a remunerative investment even for a land company 
formed on commercial principles. On the one side you have industrious, fragal 
people, on the other vast tracte of unoccupied soil which their labour will render 


productive. The question might have been discussed with authority at a recent 
| conference at which the Hon. Saul Samuel, Agent-General for New South 


Wales, and Mr. Hoffaung, who has experience in emigration, as well as Mr. 


| Hermann Magnus, who comes fresh from Brody, were present. Unfortusately,

THE CONVERSIONISTS IN A NEW SPHERE. 

The failure of the organization known as the British Society for the Propa- 
gation of Christianity among the Jews to produce effects at all commensurable 
with its enormous annual outlay, is no less assured than Indicrous. The sorry 
figure which they now present even to such an inveterate Judenfresser as Prof. 
Goldwin Smith, seems to have directed their attention to “ fresh woods and 
pastures new.” During the present yoar several attempts have been made in 


various patishes in the West and North of London to entice Jews to hear - 
what the pastor had to say on the topics relating to Israel’s past and future, 


In the lithographed circulars containing this invitation no straightforward 


utterance of the true purpose is given, every promise is made that the topics 


should be dealt with in an inoffensive manner and the circular generally contains 
a postcript informing the recipient that the services will not be publicly 
announced in any way. If the services were intended simply for their ostensible 
purpose why should they be ‘announced at all, and if the purpose were of avy 
honourable character why should it not be announced? To our minds, these 
circulars stand self-convicted by these Insidious postscripts intended, of course, 


to prevent Jewish gentlemen and ladies from being deterred by fear of the ~ 


digito monstrari, No surety, however, can be given that half the congregation 
does not know that the particular service is intended for “ interesting Israelites,” 
as we have heard possible converts called. We do not wish to make too much of 
this matter ; we have little fear that such conduct can cause any more harm 
than the slight annoyance of such impertinent interference, But it forms an 


_ example of a number of subjects connected with our relations to our neighbours 


and fellow-citizens. | If there is one conviction that is strong among all persons 
of culture and has grown stronger during the present century, it is that uncalled- 


| for interference with the religious opinions of others is the greatest possible 
breach of good taste and no slight offence against morality.

THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE,—The J/amagid publishes a noteworthy 
letter from a correspondent at Kieff, who energetically protests against the proposed 
_ colonization of Palestine, in consequence of the opposition of influential persons in

of the rest of the population, and however false their reasoning may be, I am 
afraid there is little that the Jews of other and happier lands can say which 
will alter their opinion. -I fear also that very frightful times are in store for our 
brethren in Ruesia, and I can only see one remedy, namely, to assist in promoting 


the emigration of as large a proportion of these as is possible. The work is a 


berculean one, I am aware, involving not only a large effort’and much sacrificg 
on the part of the whole body of the Jews, but also a very thorough organiza. 
tion. The idea of sending any additional population to Palestine seems to me 
dooming to starvation not only those thus sent, but also those impoverished Jews 
who are already settled in the Holy Land. | Ba ae, 


The notion of any large number merely crossing the frontier and establish- 
ing themselves in Bosnia appears equally untenable, as these would soon out. 
number the indigenous ishabitants of that country, and the Slavonic population 
would no doubt resent it and a new persecution be the result. The United States 
of America seems to be the only country possessed of sufficient space, resources 
and toleration to allow of any large immigration of these unfortunate persons, 
The authorities in that country would, [ have little donbt, be willing to assist 
in the colonization of a large number of the Russian Jews, whose energy and 
industry are well-known, and who in a few years would, in all probability, rise 
to a position of independence and form a useful element in the new country, 
Tue American Jews, who amount to over 200,000 and are mostly well-to-do, 
would, I feel certain, do everything in their power to arrange matters so that the 
new comers should be enabled to follow their religious observances, so dear to 
them and to all of us. | | | 


A million sterling, collected from the Jews of the whole world, would go 


| far towards meeting the expenses of emigration, and very many of the 


emigrants would be able to furnish a portion of the necessary funds them- 
selves. Much might be granted in the way of loans, duly registered in 


the various regions where they may settle, and the money returned would 


assist others to join them. Many also would, as they got on in the world, send 
for their relations and friends, as did the Irish after the vast exodus some 30 
years ago. Moreover, if the Russian Government be really anxious to relieve 
their country of, what they profess to consider, a deleterous element, might they 
not well furnish a considerable subsidy towards the end which they would 
view in the light of a social reform ? | 
Many of the Russian Jews will, no doubt, settle beyond the frontier in 
Central Europe, and others will probably elect to remain-in Rugsia, and no one 
would desire to force them to depart against their will. In fact, a diminished 
Jewish population is far less likely to encounter persecution than the whole 
three millions, We must take every means in our power to ascertain the real 
intentions of the Russian Government, (which, I fear, are only too evident) the 
wishes and views of the Ruseian Jews themselves, and the willingness of the 
United States to provide a home for them, one in which they should not be 
massed asin a new Poland, but in which they should be allowed to form com- 
munities scattered among the rest of the population. | 


Pending .the necessary arrangements, I would hope to see the various 
leading journals of Europe and America express the abhorrence entertained by 
the Christian world at the heartless persecution of three miliions of fellow- 
creatures, for I feel sure that this would effect a considerable mitigation in the 
proceedings of the Russian Government, the more readily, as it seems pro- 
bable that a re-arrangement of the ministry of that country is impending. —

JEWISH WORKING MEN’S CLUB AND INSTITUTE. 
THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
‘S$1r,—The Jewish Working Men's Club and Institute bas been in existence 


- for seven years. It has nearly one thousand members, of whom abont a third 
are women; maie members are admitted a! the minimum age of 20 This |. 
Institution has influenced for good a large proportion of the Jewish working | _ 
class and has to a great extent satisfied its founders and friends, but the work 


effected is, after all, partial in its scope. It has proved to be impracticable to 
admit very young members to the advantages of the Club, because the very young 
and the elderly members have different requirements. Consequently, a large mass 
of the artizan class is excluded from its benefits. The homes of the poor are 


necessarily cramped ; accommodation to sleep, and to feed in them is the uimost 


that can be expected ; how impossible is it, therefore, that the younger members 


can find at home space and opportunity for reading or for other intellectual 


enjoyment? The existing Club has been for years self-supporting, and it is 
the pride and ambition of its members to support and manage the Institution 
themselves. No appeal is therefore needed for them. 
It is, however, essentially necessary that premises adequate to accommodate 
present and future members should be available, Hutchison House is absolutely 
insufficient for the requiremente of the Club. Not one-fourth of the present 
numbers can be seated in its largest room, and when a lecture or other attraction 
induces a large attendance, the crowding in the passage, staircase, and doorway 
is dangerous in tha extreme. The prosperity of the Club is at its zenith, and, 
unless immediate steps are taken to obtain larger premises, it may be difficult 
to keep up the present number of members, and the desired admission of 
youths must be abandoned. The Report of a Committee specially appointed, 
to consider the necessity of removing the Club, states that the following 
resolution was passed: ‘That the Committee, having long been impressed 
with the inadequacy of the accommodation afforded by the present 
premises, Owing to the large and now constantly increasing number. 
of members, deem it urgently necessary that a larger building should be 
secured for the Club without delay.” The Report continues with a recommenda- 
tion to the effect that when large premises are obtained the basis 0% the Lnstitu- 
tion should be widened by the establishment of a youths’ institute in connection 
with the Working Men’s Club, the two departments to be kept quite distiact from 
each other with the exception of the management. | | 
It must be evident that a club which is managed with special reference 
to the requirements of Jews—being open, besides the week-day evenings, during 
the afternoons of Sabbaths, Festivals and on Sundays—must attract and benefit 
the class for whom it has been established ; but it is absolutely essential that 
admission should be given to youths from the age of 13 or 14, when temptation 
to idleness and dissipation is strongest. With this obj-ct a most snitable site 
has been secured in Great Alie Street, large enough to admit of the erection of a 


commodious building comprising a hall, to seat 400 or 500 members, and a. 


wing for the Youths’ Institute. The cost of such a building, constructed in the 
simplest manner is estimated at about £5,000. There is no doubt that the 
Club will be self snpporting, but the building must be completed and handed over 
absolutely free from debt. 

On behalf of this great work which should continuously benefit 2,000 
members of our working classes, I appeal with confidence. Already large 
donations have been promised, among others | may mention £500 from Messrs. 
Rothschild, £300 from Messrs. Stern, £200 from Mr. F. D. Mocatia, £100 each 
from the three Messrs: Raphael, £100 from Mr. Lionel Cohen, Mr. Charles

Sir,—As the doings of the Elders of Little Pedlington (from whose meetings 


the press is rigorously excluded) can have but little interest to the majority of 


your readers, I will spare them the perusal, more especially as I intend to treat 
of them in my forthcoming address to the Yehidim, which I intend shortly to 
publish. I cannot let, however, the statements of so respected a member as 


Mr. M. de Levy remain on record without an explanation, as I can clearly show 


there has been no inaccuracy on my part. I was not present at the meeting of 
Elders where it was decided, with only two dissentients at a large meeting, to 
ask the Rev. Mr. Elmaleh to assist the Hazanim gratuitously when requiring 
religious advice for one year, and it was rumoured that it would then be mado 


permanent at a salary of £150 a year. No one who knows me will doubt for a 
moment that I, in common with many others in the congregation, heard and 


believed the report. | 
One of onr most influential members, Mr. Joseph Sebag, who was one of the 
two dissentients, employed the week's interval before the confirmation in exerting 
himeelf actively to defeat so fatal a step. I must, in justice to him and to the 
nameronus “ whips”? who, at the greatest inconvenience attended on the.follow- 
ing Sunday, qualify “my exertions” by adding “and those who shared my 
opinions.” I can state positively that the most influential members who were 
unavoidably absent were still more strongly opposed to the resolation than even 
ourselves. Tagain repeat that your ironical comments materialiy contributed to 
the enormous attendance on the following Sunday. When the resolution was 
certain to be defeated, we were informed that as “Mr. Elmaleh had withdi.-vn 
his name,” the resolution had been also withdrawn by the Mahamad! perhaps 
prudently endorsing a saying ascribed to Hudibras, | 

I am in favour of three Dayanim, only for ecclesiastical purposes. We were 
without a Haham from 1827 to 1866, and have now béen without one three 
years. I am against a Haham on financial grounds, and will fight out the ques- 
tion to the bitter end.

say that I should be satisfied if the three Dayanim proposed by me as the future

S1n,—I most cordially agree with your correspondent “ Elder”’ that the time | 
has arrived when there should be a “ joint ecclesiastical board for the Sephardim | 
and Asbkenazim Jews.” The idea seems to me a most excellent one, and now | 
that it bas been brought before the public through your widely read journal, I 
hope it will receive the most serious consideration. | | 


I propose, Sir, with your permission, to reply as briefly as possible, to that 


portion of Mr. Daniel Castello’s letter, which answers or purports to answer mine. 


After contemptuonsly referring to my letter, Mr. Castello proceeds to say 


- that “ if the statements therein were left unchallenged they might tend to lower 
our ancient and wealthy congregation in the eyes of the public,” and yet he in- 
no way challenges my statement that in 3} years the expenditure of the syna- 


gogue excerded the income by £1,315 17s. 1d., and, therefore, that we cannot 


afford the permanent increase in our expenditure which the appointment of a 


properly paid Haham would entail. I am prepared to admit that if all arrears 
due by the Yebidim (which body includes the Elders) had been paid the defi- 


ciency in the 2} years would have been more than covered, but as the arrears — 
are mere debts of honoar they could not have been rightly treated as assets even 
_if Balance Sheets as asked for and not mere “ statements of income and expendi- 


ture” had been published. Arrears, however, there will always be and I have 
ascertained that the eums received for “ Finta and Offerings” during the 3} 


years include a fair proportion of arrears and are above the average of receipts — 


under that head daring similar periods in previous years. : 

I join issue with Mr. Castello in his statement that the “question of the 
means we have of increasing our expenditure ” must be left to the decision of 
thé Mahamad and the Board of Elders and assert, on the contrary, that the 
Yehidim are entitled to give their opinions on se important a subject and to 
insist upon such opinions being properly considered and due weight given to 
them. The very excellent charities of the congregation, as Mr. Castello who 
presided over two of them must know, aresupported alinost entirely by dividends 
on the invested funds of the charities themselves and the voluntary contributions 
of the congregation ; the only sums, so far as I can ascertain, voted from the 
funds of the synagogue towards the charities being annual grants of £1,100 to 
the Board of Guardians and £235 to the other institutions. 

Although it is not difficult to believe in the existence of any anomaly in the 
antiquated constitution of our synagogue, yet one can hardly conceive that the 
entire management of the affairs of the congregation is vested in the Elders and 
that the Yehidim bave not a word to say. If this be the case (and it is stated to 
be so on the bigh authority of a ‘lineal descendant of one of the founders”), 
surely the time has arrived when the Yehidim, who must originally have confided 
the management to the Elders, should relieve them of their Trust and appoint a 
Board of Management constituted according to more modern notions. 

No doubt it is only within the last twenty-five years that the Yehidim have 
voted in the elections of Parnassim, but this ‘* privilege ” was, I expect, wrested 
from the Elders. Kecently some reforms, such as the publication of accounts 
and the admission of reporters to the meetings have been adopted through the 
determined attitude of the Yehidi~, including those to whom Mr. Castello, with 
great good taste, is pleased to refer as ‘‘ some over officious individuals thrusting 
themselves forward and endeavouring to assume powers and claim rights not 
belonging to them”; but these reforms, and no doubt also the granting of the 
privilege of voting in the election of Parnassim, were opposed by Mr. Castello. 

It is quite useless for Mr. Castello and those Elders who act with him to 
cling with such pertinacity tothe worn out constitution of our synagogue. To do 
80 clearly shows an indisposition on their part to appreciate the signs of the times 
and the determination of the Yehidim no longer to continue witnout taking that 
part in the government of the affairs of the synagogue to which they are 
properly entitled.

ANGLO-J EWISH' ASSOCIATION. 


The monthly meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on Tuesday last 
at Silver's Rooms, 117, Gower Street. There were present: Mr. Serjeant Simon, 
M.P., and subsequently, Mr. Leopold Schloes, in the chair ; the Revs, A. L. Green, A. 
Lowy, Dr. Maurice Davie, Messre. M. Aflalo, E. J. Emanuel, P. Falk, E. A Franklin, 
Louis Joseph, B. Kisch, D. F, Schloss, Mr, Solomon Levy of Gibraltar was also present, 

The CHAIRMAN said that before procceding to the business on the Agenda for 
the evening, the Secretary would read to the meeting a report of the proceedings of 
the Conference which had been held between the Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Board of Deputies on the subject of the Jews in Russia. | 

The Rev. A: Lowy, Secretary, read the report of the Executive Committee, of 
which the following is the substance : | 

The Committee report the receipt of letters acknowledging the expressions of 
sympathy and condolence by the President and Council of the Association on the 
death of General Garfield. Remittances had been received from the Cardiff, Jamaica 
and Sydney branches. Several changes in connection with branches were mentioned. 
A statement was submitted of the steps taken in connection with the Baruch oase. 

Morocco,—Mr. D. F. Schloss, when on the point of visiting Tangiers, was 
requested by the Executive Committee to confer with some of the leading men in that 
city, respecting the reported arrogant bearing of Jews, when under the protection of 
European governments, towards their Mahommedan neighbours.—A correspondent 

drew attention to the following acts of barbarity and spoliation. A funeral of a 
Jew was about to be performed at Wazan, when a horde of about 100 Arabs assailed 
the Jews and ill-treated them, threatening to shoot them down, and to prevent the 
funeral from taking place unless the Jews paid the sum of 100 dollars, an amount 
which was subsequently reduced to 40 dollars and was paid on the spot. The Jews 
were then fired at by the Arabs. The writer stated that these acts of barbarity 
originated not solely in the lawless state of the country, but in the rapacity of 
the-governing claeses.—A further supply of vaccine has been forwarded to Mogador, 
by the direction of the Executive Committee. 

Tunis,—A delegate of the Jewish community in Gabes had called attention to 
the following facts. The Jews at Gabes were attacked by Arabs who had refused 
to submit to the French, and who, professing to act in defence of religion, attacked - 
the undefended Jews. The synagogue was demolished, the Scrolls of the Law were 
burned, and three Jews who were praying in the synagogue were murdered. Many 
Jews had to run for their lives and took refuge in the island of Djerbi, where they 
found shelter among the French troops. Men lingering behind were slain, 
women and maidens were subjected to revolting outrages and many were 
carried off as captives. Two hundred Jewish families from Gabes, including 100 
who had been poor before the calamity, were utterly destitute on the island of Djerbi. 
An appeal for help was therefore addressed to Western Europe. A correspondence 
having taken place with the Alliance, it appeared that the case of the Gabes Jews 
had been referred to the French Government, and it was expected that the sufferers 
would tosome extent be indemnified for losses of property. 

SCHOOLS IN THE East.—Mr. Haeem Samuel, President of the Bombay Branch, 
sent a statement of the income and expenditure, from which it appears that the 


new Beni Israel Schoo}, under the auspices of the Anglo-Jewish Association, would

The service was conducted by the Rev. Joseph Polack, B.A, assisted by the 
Rev, H. M. Silver, and the choir, an \irthe direction of Mr. A Saqui, most impressively 
rendered the musical portions of tne service. The Rev. Morris Joseph (who, with 
health re-established, resumed the performance of his duties in the congrega- 
tion on Sabbath, the 5th), preached the sermon whieh was based on a part of 
the sixth chapter of Micah. The preacher drew special attention to the Divine 
question, “Wherein have I wearied thee?” and to the reply given to the 
enquiry, ‘ Wherewith shall I come before the Lord?"’ They were reminded, in 
their turn, he said, that God had never wearied them with His commaniia, 
that He never demanded from them aught that was impossible, or that was 
beyond their strength. They were reminded that they had no need to propitiate 
Heaven “ with thousands of rams,” or to ‘offer up their first-born for their 
transgression, but that the way to righteousness lay about them in the familiar 
routine of their daily lives, and that their duty consisted in the exercise of such 
homely, yet glorious virtues as humanity, and justice and mercy, They were often 
so terrified at the amount of misery in the world, as to give up in despair all idea of 
attempting to reduce it. ‘ Whatcan Ido? Of what use can I be!” was the ques- 
tion they were constantly asking themselves, And yet, though they could not do 
much, they were not exempt from the duty of striving to do a little, It 
was not necessary for them to labour in the hovpital, or to penetrate to 
the gloomy dwellings of the poor, or to be on the watch for affliction, 
go as to be always engaged in administering comfort to it; though 
many had the leisure for sharing in these tasks who idly held aloof, But even 
when they had left these jabours, as most of them were forced by the exigencies of 
their worldly work to do, to the physician, the nurse, and the minister, they yet had 
left themselves scope enough for a more energetic exercise of their benevolent 
impulses. The Talmudic sage had reminded them that, though it was not for them 
to finish the work, they were not on that account to desist from it altogether. It 
was with benevolence as with heroism. They could notall set the world wondering ; 
but they all could perform quiet acts of self-denial which, judged in connection 
with their powers and opportunities, might be no less meritorious than more brilliant 
deeds, Ifthe fierceness of the fight of self-denial was the measure of merit, then to 
think charitable thoughts and to do kindly deeds in the very midst, so to speak, of 
their more selfish pursuits was laudable indeed. And a wider exercise of such — 
commonplace charity was eminently practicable. The Divine commands were 
adapted to the varying strength of each of them. Duty was the counterpart of their 
abilities and opportunities, contracting or extending according as these were small 
or great, For most of his hearers, eaid the preacher, the path of duty was 
identical with that lowly path of every-day life to which they were chained, 
Those whom they might etrive more zealously to comfort were at their very 
_ doors—not only kindred and friends for whom, in the hour of their sorrow, they 
might evince a deeper sympathy, but those who were neither their kindred nor their 
friends, and who, severed from them by rcligious or other differences, had yet a — 
- powerful claim upon their love by virtue of their humanity, There was room indeed 

oe the widening and the deepening of their sympathies, The terrible condition of 
the Jews of Ruesia was an illustration of this. .

Last week we published a continuation of the interesting -researches 
on the Communicability of Disease from Animals to Man, by Dr. Henny 
BeuRenD, whose former article on this subject was published by us almost 
In the main his new results confirm those reached by 
him in his previous article, and further help to prove the wisdom of our 


forefathers in the enactments about the use of animal food—enactments that 


have at last, after nearly two thousand years, been shown to agree'in almost 
every detail with the dictates of science. Such a remarkable anticipation of 
scientific investigation is unique in the history of archaic legislation, and 
should help to strengthen the binding force of many other enactments 
whose scientific ratsun d'étre still awaits discovery. 

- Our readers are doubtless acquainted with the main lines of the rea- 
soning so lucidly expounded by Dr. Banrenp. Itis a well-known fact that 
diseases can be communicated from animal to animal, and from man to man, 
and the transmission of one of the diseases of animals to mankind was the 
foundation of JENNER’s great discovery. Vaccination, however, was long 


regarded as exceptional, and it is only in recent years that other examples | 


of the same principle have attracted much attention, notably in the 
case of trichinosis. But it is now found that in many other more subtle 
forms of disease the same state of things holds good, and that if, c.g., a.man 
eats part of a sheep that was afflicted with tuberculosis, there is every ten- 
dency to tuberculous disease being induced in the human subject.

+ age all practical matters have to undergo the test of expediency before they 
are recognised as binding. We would contend that the Mosaic code of 
sanitary laws rests ona much higher sanction than that of mere expediency. 
Bat it is gratifying to find what one might have confidently anticipated that 
the laws of Gop are the laws of Nature and of truth. It is the unique 

distinction of Judaism to have recognised the great necessity of sanitary 
regulations. Judaism, in its practical way, has recognised that the body has 
a most direct influence on the mental operations, and that the corpus sanum 
is a necessary condition of the mens sana. 

Looking back in history with this key to aid us we can cle arly discern 
the important working of the practice of Apia on the history of our race, 
For over two thousand years we have differed from the rest of the human 
race in eating only healthy meat. It would be surprising in the light of 
recent researches if that fact did not give us certain biological immunities 
which have in fact attracted the notice of all observers of the Jewish race in 
medical statistics, M. Leaoyr has proved conclusively that Jows enjoy 

a most marked immunity from certain diseases, especial'y consumption 
which Dr, Behrend now points out is particularly lable to communication by 
the flesh of diseased animals. The fact is fully recognised in a most 
practical way by the leading life assurance offices who offer in some cases 
special advantages to Jewish “lives.” Indeed it has been proposed to have 
a separate international life insurance company for Jews alone which could 
afford to grant policies at much lower rates than other offices. Whatever 
be the value of this proposal it is certainly worth while considering whether

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES AT BRODY. 


— 


The October report of the Alliance Israélite publishes two letters, dated Brody, 
October 13 and 14, written by M. Charles Netter, one of the delegates of that Society 
specially commissioned to investigate the cases of the Jewish refugees in Brody, and 
to despatch the most deserving among them to America, M. Netter states that on his 
arrival at Brody there were about 3,000 refugees congregated in the town, many of 
whom had been lured thither by false promises of free passages, money grants and 
tracta of land, As the task before him and his coadjutors was likely to assume gigan- 
tic proportions, he divided the daily work into three different sections, for which 
separate offices were essigned, viz..the inscription of names, under the direction of Mr. 
Hermann Magnus, of Leipsic; the selectionofemigrants, by M. Netter himself; and the 
despatch of the emigrants, which was entrusted to Dr. Schafier, another delegate of 
the Alliance. M. Netterand his colleagues decided that at first they would send away 
only young men, and that subsequently they would give the preference to heads of 
families. The greatest care was taken to eliminate all persons who would be unable 
to gain-a livelihood for themselves and many such were sent back to Russia. The 
work of the Emigration Committee did not stop here ; they had to organise relief for 
the helpless and almost starving rersons by whom they were surrounded from the 
early hours of the morning until long after midnight. The first batches of emigrants 
were tent, vd Antwerp, but the remainder, to save time and money have been 
despatched ria Hamubrg. From the 1th of September to the 9th of November. 
1.124 persons had been sent from Brody to Hamburg. | 

In describing the physique. the personal appearance and the former position of 
the emigrants, M. Netter confirms many of the statements made by Mr. B. L. Benas 
in his report, which we published in our last issue, Among the fugitives were some 
comparatively wealthy persons, whilst others had scarcely any clothes to their backs, 
Of the children, M. Netter says: “It will not be a difficult task to make men of these 
children, handsomer and more intelligent than one could have expected to find in 
Russia.” Of the men and women in general, he says: ‘We had been strangely 
deceived with regard to the appearance of the people who invoked our aid. The men 
had neither the side locks nor did they wear skull caps, The men are handsome, tall 
and intelligent. When the Americans see the first convoy they will be enchanted. 
As for the women they are almost clegant. I spoke to one the other day who expressed 
herself remarkably well in French. The language they usually speak is Russian, and 
when they speak German, they do so witha Russian accent. Of the young men there 
were many, perhaps one half, who had been educated in the Gymnasia, and who had 
deen expelled on the plea that there was not sufficient accommodation. After having 
reproached them that they will not assimilate themselves to the remaining population, 
it is urged against them that they have assimilated themselves too much. The fugi- 
tives included both masters and workmen. Among the former were some masters 
from Elizabethgrad who brought with them their former employés as well as the 

adébris of their fortunes. ‘We were united in happier days’ said one of them, ‘We 
will remain united in times of adversity.’ There were also several old soldiers among 


the refugees, men who had been on several occasions decorated for bravery 
battle fleld.”’

THE LATE MR H. N. SOLOMON. 


— 


_ We deeply regret to announce the death, on Saturday evening last of Mr. 
H. N. Solomon of Edmonton. The deceased constituted a not vnimportan, 
link between the present generation of English Jews and the past, and was 
‘® great figure in the educational history of the Anglo Jewish commnnity, 4, 
was born in London as early as the 18th of Tebeth, 1796, and would, therefore 
have in a couple of months reached the patriarchal age of 86. He comes of 
learned family. His father—a scholar and teacher of no mean attainments. 
was known as “I)"DN AWD “7 a Hebrew teacher whose memory is stil] cherished 
by the ,z,idly leesening number of his pupils. Moses Solomon had , 
school «! Lea, and afterwards removed it to Mansell Street, Goodman’s Field, 
where for a short period his son Henry, the subject of this article, was associated 
with him. Mr, Solomon spoke with pride of his descent from Rabbi Mordecai 
Jaffa, ND) 5°77 “4, the author of several well known Hetrew works, R. Mordecai 
was Chief Kabbi at Grodno, Lublin, and other places. In 1561 hehad to flegig 
Italy, owing to the persecution of the Jews, and he visited Prague in 1592. fo 
died, it is believed, at Jerusalem about 1614. All his works bear the title yyy5__ 
“garment.” Four of these p35 are commentaries on the four parts of the 
“Shulchan Aruch ”; another is a siper-commentary on Rashi’s commentary on 
the Pentateuch, and another a commentary on the “More Nebuchim” of | 
Mr. Solomon was one of the very few Englishmen of his day who — 
were profound Hebraists. He was one of the first who taught the 
translation of the Hebrew Bible direct into English without the absurd use of 


the medium of Jiidisch- Deutsch, an innovation by no means regarded with 


favour in his earliest days. He frequently read, when a young man, portions 
of the service at the Western Synagogue, then situate in Denmark Court, S:rand 
as well as later, when it was removed to its present -site in St. Alban’s Place, 
Haymarket. Mr. Solomon also helped in the establishment of the Jews’ Infant 
School. He was one of the judges in a prize competition, that excited some 
interest in its day, for Essays on Jewish History. The competition rested 


between Mr. Henry Behrend and our old correspondent, ‘‘ Herz ben Pinchas,” 


and the prize was awarded to Mr. Behrend. Mr.Solomon was a member of the 
Committee of the ‘‘ Jews’ and General Literary and Seientific Institution,” 
better known under its familiar name of Sussex Hall. | 

it was, however, in connection with the Jews’ Free School that his greatest 
communal services were rendered. He may be considered as one of the 
founders of that great institution. He was its first Head Master, and 
filled that position with infinite credit to himself and unqualified satisfaction 
to the Committee till about 1822. While Master he took the chief part in 
the preparation of the ‘‘Free School” Edition ot the Prayer Book, the 
translation of which has not yet been surpassed for clearness and elegance 


of diction, The Hebrew portion was particularly well printed. Mr. Solomon. 


had the honour of presenting a copy to the Queen, who graciously expressed 
her thanks for it. He frequently corresponded with the late Dean Stanley and 
other eminent Christians, who regarded him asa veritable storehouse of Hebrew 
learning. Qn retiring from the position of Head Master of the Free School, his 
valuable services to the institution were fittingly recognised by his being elected 
a member of the Committee. He was appointed Chairman of the Education 
Committee, and he maintained his association with the school till the day of his 
death, a period of upwards of sixty years. One of his brothers was the late 
Samuel Solomon, Secretary of the Free School and other communal institutions. 

His father was, as we have said, a teacher of repute, and the son honourably 
followed in the father’s footsteps. ‘The Jewish Boarding School was conducted 
by Mr. H. N. Solomon successively at Brixton, Qaeen’s Square, Hammersmith, 
and it was removed to Edmonton about 1838. It has achieved an almost 
universal reputation. ‘Men of light and leading” amongst us have been 
among its pupils, who came from all parts of the globe. Last year the “old 
pupils” cheerfully and generouely embraced an opportunity afforded them of 


_ practically testifying their respect and regard for their old teacher by presenting 


to him a substantial testimonial consisting of an engrossed address, a silver 
salver, and a purse of 1,000 guineas. The presentation was made, in the name 
of the donors, by the Rev. Prof. D. W. Marks, an old pupil of Mr. Solomon. 
The deceased was the author of “ Improved Arithmetical Tables,” a new 
edition of which was published in 1874. His neighbours in Edmonton greatly 
id le him, and he was for some years a member of the Edmonton Local 
He was buried on Wednesday at the West Ham Cemetery, next to the 
grave of his wife who died in January 1877, and to whom he was married nearly 7 
sixty years.

Mr. B. Birnbaum said the question that they had to decide that day was whether 
the movement should be proceeded with or abandoned. At the outset of their under- 
taking the Committee were encouraged by the promised support of the general 
public and it seemed likely that the movement would succeed, It now appeared 
that some thought that the establishment of a Jewish school in the North of London 
was unnecessary and the most influential members of the Community had withdrawn 
their promises of support. It also seemed that very few of the itihabitanta took 
interest in the movement and he did not think that they should take upon themselves 
the responsibility of thrusting their scheme on the community, Meeting after 
meeting had been summoned, but no one attended, but whether the inhabitants did 
not care for the schools, or were oallous, he could not say. It was not proposed to oreate 
a free school, but a self-supporting institution. They had received promises of 
replies. had been 
received from persons willing to send their children to the schools as soon they 
were opened. Butthat was not sufficient, as a large amount was required for 
building, and it would be necessary to engage a proper and adequate staff. Unless, 
therefore, the Committee supported them at this juncture, he was of opinion that a. 
few persons should not take upon themselves the responsibility of taking farther 
steps in the movement. He regrettod to see so very few of the members present, 
and he asked those who were there to decide upon some definite mode of action, 
After a few remarks from Mr, KE. SOLOMON and Mr. E. Maanvsa, | 
Mr. HENRY HART expressed regret at having to abandon a scheme to which so 
much effort and interest had been devoted, especially as there was 80 much evidence 
of probable success if the Jevish inhabitants were in earnest in supporting the 
movement, and if only the apathy which they manifested could be dispelled, Success 
far beyond the most sanguine anticipations of the Committee in discovering an 
eligible piece of ground and at a moderate cost had favoured their scheme. This 
should be made known to the inhabitants so that they might see hereafter that they 
themselves only were to blame for the failure of the movement. He further men- 
tioned that from the very outset it had been the idea of the promoters to make the 
school independent and thoroughly disconnected from either of the synagogues in 
the district, so that there should be no pretext for any narrow feeling hereafter.

‘THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION” AT ALEXANDRIA, 


The Executive Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association has made 
arrangements for the defence of the three accused members of the Baruch family, 
including the employment of counsel, but from the most recent intelligence it 
appeared str] doub'ful whether the trial would be proceeded with. According 


to letters received from Corfu since the last meeting of the Council, the Baruchs 
had not yet been liberated. A Commission of medical men appointed to give 


their opinion on the cause of the death of the boy Fornaraki sent in their report 


on the 8th inst. Their decision has not yet been made public, but it appears 


from communications received privately that, in their opinion, death ensued 
through asphyxia, probably caused by drowning. A correspondent of the 
Association pointed out that if a trial should be deternrined upon, it would not 
be safe for the prisoners to be tried at Corfa, owiog to the malignant feelings 
which existed in the lower ranks of the popalation, The writer having suggested 
that the trial should take place at Athens, the Executive Committee bave taken 
due note of the suggestion. In reply to the memorial which the Joint Com- 
mittee of Delegates addressed to Earl Granville with reference to the case of 
the Baruchs, the following letter bas been received: |

In 
reply to that letter a correspondeat under the initials “C. H.” addressed to the 
Guardian @ remarkable communication in which the writer makes the astounding 
statements: “Though Mr. Garson may not know if, it is nevertheless a fact that 
Christian boys have been carried—stolen—from their homes forthe purpose of serving 
as Jewish sacrifices.

What the patriarch of Alexandria may. be I know not. but I do know that 
Greek Christians in the East are distinguished for fanatical hatred of the Jews, Lest 
prejudice be suspected on my part, I hasten to add that I am not a Jéw by race or 
religion, being of English parentage and aclergyman of the Church. of England.

to speak up for those whom I believe to be innocent victims of ignorant fanaticism.

“C, H,” is evidently not aware that the law is administered in all parts of Egypt 
by an International Tribunal, which is the highest court of justice in that country, 
‘and it was. by this tribunal that the Baruch family, seven in. number, were tried, 
The part which the 23 eminent physicians took in the case was simply that of 
witnesses in their professional capacity, and the court came to the decision that 
there were no grounds for the accusation, It was not a trial which was go ' 
hastily brought to an end. It occupied no less than fifty-nine sittings, owing to 
the clamour of. the Greek mob against the whole community of Jews in 
Alexandria ; and it was only through the influence of these ignorant fanatics that . 
the Government was led to carry those of the Baruch family who were Greek 
subjects—three in number—to Corfu, there to be tried. Would it not be treating 
this decision as a mockery ifa retrial is allowed to take place? It would bean 
insult to the foreign representatives engaged in the trial, and as the British 
Government was represented in it, it is the duty of Her Majesty's Goverment to uphold 
their decision and protest against a retrial. As to ‘‘C, H.’s’’ supposition that I have 
only given one side of the question, or haveonly got a portion of the particulars, let 
me inform him that I have got nothing else but real facts, and not an ignorant and 
prejudiced gis ati as it happens to be the case with um,

THE MANCHESTER BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Mr. Henry Sampson, the President of the Manchester Board of Guardians, 
appeals on behalf of that institution. He writes: 


“Unfortunately we have lost, through deaths and removals, a number of 
influential subscribers, and our charity cannot possibly continue its present great. 
and generally acknowledged usefulness unless the present considerable deficiency 
of above £700 be wiped off and the annual subscriptions increased. Our income 
from annual subscriptions and regular donations is about the same as it was 14 


years ago, whereas the expenditure is almost double, | 

“We manage the charity on the most economical principle, our only paid officers 
being our medical man, our clerk, and a porter ; besides these we have only to pay 
rent, taxes, and small incidental outlays for collecting, printing, and stationery, as 
all other work is done by members of the Board, who attend at the office in turns 
monthly, and visit the cases daily. Every case is carefully investigated and dealt with 
strictly on ita merits. We discourage the professional beggar, and have greatly 
reduced the number of these pests in our city—in fact, we should probably have 
eradicated the nuisance altogether if ladies and gentlemen would make it a rule to 
refuse relieving at their residences, and allow their gifts to be distributed through 
onr Board. We have to deal chiefly with applicants who are reluctant.to ask for 
parochial relief, and whom we assist principally in kind. when work is scarce or not 
to be had, or with medical relief in case of sickness, and our recipients prefer the 
by far smaller scale of our relief to an application to the poor-law guardians. Most 
of our recipients are willing to work and not addicted to drink, and in course of 


time a number of them have become ratepayers. Tnis has been principally accom- 
plished by preventing them from becoming paupers of the ordinary class, and also 


“because the working of our institution brings us into close contact with our poor, 
and permits us to exercise a moral. influence over them which would be qtite 
impossible if they were dealt with by the guardians for the township or by their 


relieving officers. We claim for our charity that it has relieved the ratepayers from 


maintaining the majority of the Jewish poor, and further, that through its agency 
a large proportion of the latter have become good citizens. Our usefulness is acknow- 
ledged by the guardians, who are always ready to assist us in all cases which it is not 
in our power, or which it is contrary to our rules, to deal with, and whoindividually — 


are amongst our donors and subscribers. I believe that I have made out a good case 


on behalf of a charity which has proved by the result of its labours that it deserves 
the liberal assistance of the Jewish community and friends, and I have yet to learn 


why a charity which does its duty efficiently and economically should ceaze to exist 


in the city of Manchester from want of funds.”

ST, PETERSBURG, Nov. 15. 


a The Diet of Finland has appointed a Commission to consider the questions ,

_ The Hamelits of St. Petersburg speaks ‘in the highest terms of praise with 
regard to the disposition of the Commission at Titebsk towards the J aws, who 
were represented by four of their principal members of the community. The 


_ Governor in opening the commission made a very conciliatory speech, in which © 


he referred most favourably to the Jews and to their loyalty and patriotism. 
Nearly all the Christian members of the Commission, which included several 
noble families, evinced a similar friendly disposition towards the J ewa, both by 
their speeches and by their decision. The Commission decided to recommend 
that Jews be allowed to reside in any part of the Empire and to purchase land 


to the extent of 50 dessiatinin area. 

At one of the sittings of the Commission at ‘Zitamir’ which included five 
Jewish members, a proposal was made to expel 123 Jewish families from the 
town, but happily the proposal was rejected. In this town a meeting of Jews 


was recently held when 10,000 roubles were subscribed on tho spot for the. 
purpose of assisting the families of those persons who will this year be summoned |

Although the decisions of the Commission at Kietf, at which the well- 

known savant, Dr. Mandeistamm, was one ot the Jewish delegates, have not yet 
been made public, it is reported that these decisions will not be so unfavourable 
to the Jews as had originally been anticipated, several of the members having 
champtoned the cause of the Jews. Among the 31 members there were only 
two Jews. At Cherson, where the results of the deliberations of the Commission 
have likewise not yet been published, there were three Jews among 28 members, 
lt has been finally determined to expel from Orel the Jews, even merchauts 
of the guild, who have no right to reside there. A few weeks’ grace was given 
to them to remove from the town. At the expiration of that period all who 
remained would be driven out by forces. | | 

Notwithstanding the aspersions whichin some quarters have been cast upon 
the wealthy and prominent Jews in Russia, that they are utterly indifferent to 
the fate of their poorer and less fortunate brethren, our Kusso Jewish contem- 
poraries constantly publish accounts of generous deeds of benevolence 
practised during the present hard times by some of our leading coreligionists in 
the empire. Prominent among them we find the name of Baron Horace 
Giiozburg. 

In addition tothetwo ringleaders of theoutrages on the Jews at Kolpaczowka, 
who, as we announced in our last issue, were condemned to ten years’ penal 
servitude in Siberia, several other rioters, chiefly peasants, were sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from one year to one year and abalf. Four 
soldiers who were.also implicated, were handed ovor:to the military authorities 
for punishment. The same tribunal, which was composed of several high officers 
aud was presided over by General Geringhoff, has also tried the rioters of 
Woloczyek, and has sentenced—seven of the accused to two and half years, and 
two others to fourteen months’ hard Jabour, and seven to four months’ imprison- 
ment. 

Lutostansky, the Russian Stécker, who has for a considerable time evaded 
the police and the execution of the sentence which had been pronounced against 
him in contumaciam, has at length been captured. A false passport was found 
on him when searched: 

Jewish students having been refused admittance to the Medico-Surgical 
Academy (for the training of military doctors). This fact is regarded as a syimp- 
tom that the presence of Jews inthe army is not desired, The /Zamelitz believes 
that the Academy is full ; it is nevertheless a fact that room is found for Chliris- 
tian students. 

Several Jews are about to be tried at Moscow for the alleged murder in tho 

year 1879 at Krements (Government Wolinsk) of a lad, sixteen years old, who 
had abjured Judaism and embraced Christianity. In view of the present state 
of publie feeling in Russia, it is feared that a Judenhetze may be the result of 
this affair. So intense is the anti-Jewish feeling in Moscow. that during the 
Feast of Tabernacles the Jews were not permitted to erect Succoth in front of 
their dwellings. The authorities declared that this step was not taken in order 
to restrict the religious liberty of the Jews, but as a precautionary measure in 

the interests of the security of the Jews themselves.
